Getting Rid Of Moles: 
Mrs. Charles Stancil asks about 
best methods of getting rid of 
moles. 
One thing to remember in plan­ 
ning a campaign against moles is 
that only 1 or 2 moles may give a 
yard the appearance of a whole 
gang at work. This may mean that 
the simplest approach to the prob­ 
lem is to watch in early morning 
or late in the afternoon and dig 
them out. Remember that while a 
mole is practically blind, the little 
animal has a very keen sense of 
hearing. It can detect the sound of 
steps many feet away and by be­ 
ing still may not be discovered. 
Where traps are available they 
can be used 
quite 
successfully. 
Until last year most of the poisons 
and poison baits were not too suc­ 
cessful. 
However, there Is a new poison 
knowm as Thallium Sulfate, that is 
very effective, if properly used. It 
is always advisable to buy the ma­ 
terial on prepared bait since it is 
dangerous to handle. Such bait is 
available at several local stores in 
Mississippi County.

mount will go a long ways and the 
directions on the material should 
be carefully followed in applying 
this material. 
Slight Slump In Business 
May Effect Farmers: 
Business conditions continue to 
be mixed. Some indicafcrs 
show 
declines, others show gains. 
Industrial 
production

made the usual seasonal gains. 
The slaughter of meat animals un­ 
der federal inspection Is off 7 per 
cent. The output of motor vehicles 
is down 1 per cent. 
There is no evidence that the 
value of all goods and services 
has turned downward.

The three 
things that dominate the outlook 
for soybeans the rest of the m ar­ 
keting year are as follows: (1) re­

The common one is Anthracnose, 
often called “ sore shin”. It is char­ 
acterized by the brown or black 
discoloration on the root or by de­ 
cay of the outer tissue. Usually 
the plants recover but decay may 
be deep enough to cause the young 
plants to fall over and die. 
The best cure is warm weather 
with no stirring of the soil until 
the plants are on the road to re­ 
covery. W h e n plants are o 1 d 
e n o ugh to have two permanant 
leaves they usually withstand this 
condition of “ sore shin” . 
The best prevention is thorough 
seed treatm ent with recommend­ 
ed chemical dust, but even good 
seed treatment may not entirely 
prevent infestation under unfavor­ 
able conditions, 
which 
are cool 
and wet weather.

Check Crops And

Now that

Farm ers are advised to inspect 
certain crops for insects before 
they build up in sufficient numbers 
to damage a crop. 
Pea Aphids are building up in 
alfalfa fields, but are beginning to 
be checked by parasites and pre­ 
dators. As near cutting time as it 
is, there is little likelihood of large 
scale spraying 
becoming 
neces­ 
sary. However, if the alfalfa is 
showing 
heavy 
damage, 
sp ra y 
with 4 ounces of Parathion per 
acre, put on by an experienced 
commercial operator 
or if th e 
farmer does his 
own spraying, 
use 15 ounces of Malathion per 
acre. 
Spotted Alfalia Aphids: 
Some of these aphids have been 
found in the Southwestern part of j 
the state but are not building up j 
to damaging 
proportions.

be watched 
throughout the summer for this 
■pest. 
Grasshoppers are 
hatching 
at 
present and will continue through 
May. To keep these pests under 
control, spray the hatching beds 
in fence rows, road ditches and

low out the f o r m i n g seed and 
emerge about the time the crop 
is combined. 
To control this pest, spray im 
mediately after blooming, 
about 
the time the seed pods protrude 
from the drying blooms. Use 4 
ounces of Dieldrin or 1 1/2 lbs. of 
Toxephene per acre. 
Garden Insects: 
Most gardens are to the point 
where insects are 
beginning 
to 
be a problem. Aphids are showing 
up on several different vegetables, 
Colorado potato beetles are quite 
numerous, and other insects will 
be noticed during the next several 
weeks. 
By far the most satisfactory con­ 
trol to use on the home garden is 
a mixture of Malathion and Meth- 
oxychlor. Use 1 level tablespoon 
of 50 per cent methoxychlor wet- 
table powder and 4 teaspoons of 
25 per cent malathion wettable 
powder per gallon of water. Or. if 
you can’t get the wettable powder, 
use 2 tablespoons of 25 per cent 
methoxychlor 
emulsifiable 
con­ 
centrate per gallon of water. Oc­ 
casionally the liquid concentrates 
will cause a little burning on some 
young plants — particularly small 
cucurbits - but this is rarely a 
problem. 
Fungicides can be mixed with 
the insecticides, although the Hor­ 
ticulture folks prefer that wettable 
powder fungicides not be mixed 
with the insecticide emulsifiable 
concentrates. In some cases, such 
a mixture might cause 
a little 
burning, but you can avoid this by 
leaving the fungicide out of the 
spray. Then, several days 
after 
spraying w i t h 
the 
insecticide, 
come back with a spray contain­ 
ing only the fungicide. 
When the wettable powder in­ 
secticides are used, no one has 
any objections to the insecticide 
and fungicides being used togeth­ 
er. 
Use the 
insecticides 
regularly 
about every 7 to 10 days through­ 
out the summer. DO NOT spray 
edible portions of vegetables with­ 
in 7 days of harvest. 
Farmers Advised To Check 
For A my Worms 
Army worms are beginning to 
appear in Barley, Wheat and Pas­ 
tures advises E. B. Nace. Associ­ 
ate County Agent. In some cases, 
the worms are already present in 
sufficient numbers to justify spray 
ing for control. 
To check for Army Worms dur­ 
ing daylight hours, examine the 
leaves and trash around the base 
of plants as the worms hide during 
the day. If as many as four worms 
per square foot are found spray­ 
ing is justified. However, if the 
worms are parasitized or seem to 
have a fungus growing on them, 
this may take care Of the situa­ 
tion. 
For control, 
spray with toxa- 
phene at the rate of 2 pounds <2Mi 
pints of 65 per cent toxaphene e- 
mulsifiable concentrate) per acre, 
or use dieldrin at 4 ounces <1 1-3 
pints 15 per cent dieldrin emulsi­ 
fiable concentrate) per acre. 
Hay and pasture crops should 
not be cut for hay or pastured for 
30 days after spraying if the hay 
or pasture is to be used for dairy 
animals or animals being fattened 
for slaughter. Do not use either 
insecticide within ten days of com­ 
bining grains. 
Army worms are capable of do­ 
ing great damage to small grains, 
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especially barley as they clip off 
the heads as b a r l e y begins to 
ripen. 
Check your fields closely for 
these worms and avoid damage 
before it gets far enough along to 
cut yields.

Plant Food Deficiencies 
Show Up In Growing Crops 


A good close watch over your 
growing crops may reveal a dis­ 
tress signal. Such distresses will 
likely cause lowered yields re­ 
gardless of whether it is a grain 
crop, forage crops or pasture. 
There are many factors involv­ 
ed in plant production with plant 
food high on the list. The avail­ 
able plant foods are must likely 
to become unbalanced as greater 
efforts are made to increase the 
yields when emphasis is placed 
on only one plant nutrient at the 
expense of others. 
Soil testing is the most accur­ 
ate guide to corrective soil treat­ 
ments but the growing crop will 
frequently indicate how well the 
plants are getting adequate nu­ 
trition. 
Visible signs of deficiencies may 
appear in the leaves, sterns, flow­ 
ers, roots or grain. More than one 
plant food deficiency may exist 
with 
more 
complex 
symptoms 
showing in the plant. Some com­ 
mon deficiencies occurring most 
frequently involve nitrogen, phos­ 
phorus, potassium and lime. 
Nitrogen deficiency results in 
slow, spindly growth and lack of 
dark green color in the leaves. 
Grasses, small grains, and corn 
show yellowish green leaves with 
the 
older 
leaves 
nearest 
the 
ground frequently firing and dy­ 
ing prematurely. Stalks are slen­ 
der, but may be relatively tall. 
A yellowish light green color is 
typical o f insufficient nitrogen. 
Legumes may show such symp­ 
toms if nitrogen fixation is not 
proceeding properly as in t h e 
case of improper inoculation. 
Phosphorus deficiency shows up 
in slow development of the plants 
and especially of grain formation. 
Young 
corn 
plants 
sometimes 
show reddish leaves and stalks 
in some strains of corn. 
Potassium is needed in all stag­ 
es of plant growth. A shortage 


shows up as slow rate of growth 
accompanied 
with 
light yellow 
leaves, particularly at the tips and 
edges. Tips and margins of the 
leaves frequently show a fired 
appearance. Tips of corn ears 
may be unfilled and the ears art 
frequently starchy and poorly ma­ 
tured. Weak stalks 
may occur 
with corn and small grains going 
down. 
Calcium and magnesium are im­ 
portant plant foods supplied with 
limestone. 
They 
influence 
the 
availability and efficiency of the 
other plant nutrients. A deficien­ 
cy of lime prevents satisfactory 
growth and production. 
Starved plants result-in medio­ 
cre, high cost yields. A balance 
of adequate plant foods in the soil 
is a must for top production. 
Close observation 
during 
the 
growing season will 
frequently 
pin-point some deficiency that can 
be corrected prior to the next 
growing season. This is an excel­ 
lent supplement to the regular 
soil tests. 


Why Live Stock 
Needs Shade 
There have been many experi­ 
ments done with all classes of live 
stock to determine effects of tem­ 
perature on growth, reproductive 
ability, longevity and capacity to 
produce things like ipilk and eggs 
These 
experiments 
have 
been 
conducted at the University of 
Missouri and at many other in­ 
stitutions. 
The results of such experiments 
indicate that livestock, particular­ 
ly cattle, need very little protec­ 
tion from low tem perature in the 
winter. They need protection from 
cold wind and rain but none from 
low temperature. However, the 
animals do need protection from 
high summer tem peratures. 
When air tem perature gets up 
to 90 or 100 degrees in the day­ 
time. and not less than 70 degrees 
a t 
night, non-sweating animals 
such as cattle, hogs and chickens 
start to suffer. Their ability to 
dissipate excess heat by evapora­ 
tion of moisture from the surface 
is quite limited. Therefore, sum­ 
mer 
temperatures 
that 
rarely 
bother a human will cause de­ 
creased milk production in dairy 
cattle, decreased weight gain in 
beef cattle and hogs, and decreas­ 
ed egg production in chickens. Al­ 
so, t h e reproductive ability of 
bulls and rams is definitely de­ 
creased during hot weather. 
This picture looks bad, but pro­ 
viding shade during hot summer 


I days will help. In the case of 
cattle, trees in the pasture make 
very good shade. A disadvantage 
to using trees is that cattle tend 
to destroy the grass around the 
trees and many times will kill the 
trees themselves. A solution to 
this problem is to build low-cost, 
portable shades and jnove them 
about the pasture frequently. An­ 
other solution to the cattle prob­ 
lem is to provide good shade in 
the vicinity of the barn lot and 
keep the cattle there in the day­ 
time, letting.them into pasture to 
graze at night. A good supply of 
water is an absolute necessity. 
Hogs can be protected from hot 
sunshine by constructing a low 
framework and covering it with 
straw or hay. It has been found 
that straw' or hay makes a igood 
roof for any shade, as do alumi­ 
num sheets or steel sheets paint­ 
ed white. The provisions of a con 
crete wallow for hog^ to clip in 
during hot weather will be very 
helpful. 
Chickens 
a r e 
particularly 
prone to react unfavorably to hot 
weather. Their protection should 
include well-ventilated shade of 
some kind and plentiful water. 
During the unusually hot weath­ 
er, the interior of the chicken 
house can be cooled by allowing 
a fine spray of water to evapor- j 
ate or by using a regular - type j 
evaporative cooler, such us are | 
used in green houses, However, 
this process builds up humidity | 
rapidly and high humidity com 
bined with high temperatures is I 
very detrimental. 
This may sound like a pipe 
dream, but the future may bring 
radical changes in our methods of j 
sheltering livi stock 
in summer, j 
The ideas of air-conditioned barn, j 
hog-hou.se or chicken house seem j 
strange to us now. but sometime I 
in the future they may be very j 
common. However, th e savings i 
resulting, fiom keeping livestock j 
shi Iter cool will justify the cost* 


of air-conditioning equipment pro­ 
vided the operation is efficient and 
prices of livestock or the prod­ 
ucts are sufficiently high. There 
are a few livestock operators us­ 
ing air conditioning now' and mak­ 
ing it pay.

THE SM A LL D A IR IE S '‘SIDE 
To the Editor of the Post-D ispatch: 
As president of the Independent Milk Processors of 
Missouri I am w riting you relating: to your editorial, 
entitled “A Threat to Milk Prices.” 
House Bill 288, indorsed by our group, does not re­ 
quire “reasonable average profits” as stated in your 
editorial. That provision is provided for in Senate Bill 
160. We are not the sponsors of Senate Bill 160. 
The below-cost prohibition in our bill is defined so that 
a seller may sell below his cost except when his intent 
is to injure or destroy com petition. 
A seller may sell below cost, or even give milk away, 
so long as he does it at all of his market places at the 
same time. 
The people in this association have always believed in 
and thrived on fair competition. 
However, here is the situation at present: 
A large dairy moves into a small M issouri town and 
sells milk at below-cost prices, losing as much as 8500 
a day. This dairy is selling milk at 30 or 40 other loca­ 
tions at profitable prices, and thereby absorbs the loss. 
The local dairy, in an effort to hold its customers, 
lowers its prices. The small operator does not have prof­ 
itable ventures going on at other locations to absorb his 
loss. He either goes broke or becomes a distributor for 
the big fellow. 
This has been going on in Missouri for the past three 
years and has reached serious proportions, particularly 
in the western half of the state. 
What about the consumer who is in fact financing the 
price war? W hen the war is over and the small dairies 
are gone or crippled, what have you other than monop­ 
oly and high prices? 
Probably you would direct us to the anti-trust laws. 
We could go into great detail about our inadequate an­ 
ti-trust laws, but we merely point out that our members 
have many artti-trust suits filed at present and the price 
wars go on pnd on.

But these 
figures alone do not tell the whole 
story. 
The freight tax is imposed on all 
com m odities moving bj* com m er­ 
cial carrier — the raw m aterials 
and the finished products alike. 
In the transition of raw m aterial 
to finished product, it has been es­ 
tim ated that in the case of certain 
essential com modities transporta­ 
tion is used 11 tim es. Thus, the 
three per cent tax pyram ids tim e 
after tim e—and each tim e it be­ 
comes a tax upon a tax. The total 
is paid by the coafum er when he 
buys the goods involved—no one 
else can do the paying for him. 
An argum ent against repeal of 
the w ar em ergency taxes is that 
the governm ent needs the revenue. 
That is a frail argum ent. F irst of 
all, these excise taxes are not a- 
mong the big revenue producers— 
the total last year w as just over 
$700 million. A substantial part of 
the taxes paid constitute business 
expense, which is deductible from 
income tax, and so reduces T reas­ 
ury revenues from 
that 
source. 
Finally, repeal of the tax would 
stim ulate business and that in it­ 
self would 
increase 
governm ent 
revenue from normal tax sources. 
It is altogether likely that govern­ 
ment would lose little or nothing 
in gross revenue if the taxes were 
repealed

Getting Rid Of Moles: 
Mrs. Charles Stancil asks about 
best 
methods of getting rid of 
moles. 
One thing to rem em ber in plan­ 
ning a cam paign against moles is 
that only 1 or 2 moles m ay give a 
yard the appearance of a 
whole 
gang at work. This m ay m ean that 
the sim plest approach to the prob­ 
lem is to watch in early morning 
or late in the afternoon and dig 
them out. Rem em ber that while a 
mole is practically blind, the little 
anim al has a very keen sense of 
hearing. It can detect the sound of 
steps m any feet away and by be­ 
ing still m ay not be discovered. 
W here traps are available they 
can be 
used 
quite 
successfully. 
Until last year most of the poisons 
and poison baits were not too suc­ 
cessful. 
However, tnere Is a new poison 
known as Thallium Sulfate, that is 
very effective, if properly used. It 
is always advisable to buy the m a­ 
terial on prepared bait since it is 
dangerous to handle. Such bait is 
available at several local stores in

use 15 ounces of M alathion per 
acre. 
Spotted Alfalta Aphids: 
Some of these aphids have been 
found in the Southwestern part of 
the state but are not building up 
to 
dam aging 
proportions. 
How­ 
ever, 
fields 
should 
be 
watched 
throughout the sum m er 
for this 
pest. 
G rasshoppers are 
hatching 
at 
present and will continue through 
May. To keep these pests under 
control, spray the hatching 
beds 
in fence rows, road ditches and 
other areas having perm anent eov 
er. Spraying these places while the 
young are still feeding on the sur­ 
rounding foliage will kill them be­ 
fore they move to field crops. For 
spraying fence rows or ditch banks 
use 1 ounce of Dieldrin or 1 pound 
of Toxephine per acre. For spray­ 
ing pasture and other grazed land, 
use 2 ounces of Aldrin or 2 ounces 
of Heptqchlor per acre and do not 
graze for at least seven days after 
spraying. 
Vetch Weevil: 
If you intend to harvest vetch 
for seed, spraying now to control 
this weevil will pay off trem endous 
ly. These weevils lay their eggs 
on the forming seed soon after the 
pods begin to form.

low out the f o r m i n g seed and 
em erge about the tim e the crop 
is combined. 
To control this pest, spray im ­ 
m ediately after blooming, 
about 
the tim e the seed pods protrude 
from the drying blooms. Use 4 
ounces of Dieldrin or 1 1/2 lbs. of 
Toxephcne per acre. 
Garden Insects: 
Most gardens are to the point 
where insects are 
beginning 
to 
be a problem . Aphids are showing 
up on several different vegetables, 
Colorado potato beetles are quite 
num erous, and other insects will 
be noticed during the next several 
weeks. 
By far the m ost satisfactory con­ 
trol to use on the home garden is 
a m ixture of M alathion and Meth- 
oxychlor. Use 1 level tablespoon 
of 50 per cent methoxychlor wet- 
table powder and 4 teaspoons of 
25 per 
cent 
m alathion 
wettable 
powder per gallon of w ater. Or, if 
you can’t get the wettable powder, 
use 2 tablespoons of 25 per cent 
m ethoxychlor 
em ulsifiable 
con­ 
centrate per gallon of w ater. Oc­ 
casionally the liquid concentrates 
will cause a little burning on some 
young plants — particularly sm all 
cucurbits - but this is rarely a 
problem . 
Fungicides can be mixed 
with 
the insecticides, although the Hor­ 
ticulture folks prefer that w ettable 
powder fungicides not be 
mixed 
with the insecticide 
em ulsifiable 
concentrates. In some cases, such 
a m ixture might 
cause 
a 
little 
burning, but you can avoid this by 
leaving the fungicide out of the 
spray. Then, several 
days 
after 
spraying w i t h 
the 
insecticide, 
come back with a spray contain­ 
ing only the fungicide. 
When the wettable 
powder 
in­ 
secticides are used, 
no one has 
any objections to the 
insecticide 
and fungicides being used togeth­ 
er. 
Use the 
insecticides 
regularly 
about every 7 to 10 days through­ 
out the sum m er. DO NOT spray 
edible portions of vegetables with­ 
in 7 days of harvest. 
Farmers Advised To Check 
For A my Worms 
Army worms are beginning 
to 
appear in Barley, Wheat and P as­ 
tures advises E. B. Nace, Associ­ 
ate County Agent. In some eases, 
the worms are already present in 
sufficient num bers to justify spray 
ing for control. 
To check for Army Worms dur­ 
ing daylight hours, 
exam ine the 
leaves and trash around the base 
of plants as the worms hide during 
the day. If as many as four worms 
per square foot are found spray­ 
ing is justified. 
However, 
if the 
worms are parasitized or seem to | 
have a fungus growing on them , 
this m ay take care of the situa­ 
tion. 
For control, 
spray 
with 
toxa- 
phene at the rate of 2 pounds <2>2 
pints of 65 per cent toxaphene e- 
m ulsifiable concentrate! per acre, 
or use dieldrin at 4 ounces <1 1-3 
pints 15 per cent dieldrin em ulsi­ 
fiable concentrate) per acre. 
Hay and pasture crops 
should 
not be cut for hay or pastured for 
30 days after spraying if the hay 
or pasture is to be used for dairy 
anim als or anim als being fattened 
for slaughter. Do not use 
either 
insecticide within ten days of com­ 
bining grains.

Plant Food Deficiencies 
Show Up In Growing Crops 


A good close w atch over your 
growing crops m ay reveal a dis­ 
tress signal. Such distresses will 
likely cause lowered yields re­ 
gardless of w hether it is a gram 
crop, forage crops or pasture. 
There are m any factors involv­ 
ed in plant production w ith plant 
food high on the list. The avail­ 
able plant foods are most likely 
to become unbalanced as greater 
efforts are m ade to increase the 
yields w hen em phasis is placed 
on only one plant nutrient at the 
expense of others. 
Soil testing is the most accur­ 
ate guide to corrective soil treat­ 
m ents but the growing crop will 
frequently indicate how well the 
plants are getting adequate nu­ 
trition. 
Visible signs of deficiencies may 
appear in the leaves, stem s, flow­ 
ers, roots or grain. More than one 
plant food deficiency may exist 
with 
m ore 
com plex 
symptoms 
showing in the plant. Some com­ 
mon deficiencies occurring most 
frequently involve nitrogen, phos­ 
phorus, potassium and lime. 
Nitrogen deficiency results in 
slow, spindly grow th and lack of 
dark green color in the leaves. 
Grasses, sm all grains, and corn 
show yellowish green leaves with 
the 
older 
leaves 
nearest 
the 
ground frequently firing and dy­ 
ing prem aturely. Stalks are slen­ 
der, but may be relatively tall. 
A yellowish light green color is 
typical o f insufficient nitrogen. 
Legum es may show such sym p­ 
toms if nitrogen fixation is not 
proceeding properly as in t h e 
case of im proper inoculation. 
Phosphorus deficiency shows up 
in slow' developm ent of the plants 
and especially of grain form ation. 
Young 
corn 
plants 
sometimes 
show reddish leaves and stalks 
in some strains of corn. 
Potassium is needed in ail stag­ 
es of plant growth. A shortage 


shows up as slow rate of growth 
accom panied 
with 
light 
yellow 
leaves, particularly at the tips and 
edges. Tips and m argins of the 
leaves frequently show a 
fired 
appearance. 
Tips 
of corn 
ears 
m ay be unfilled and the ears a r t 
frequently starchy and poorly ma­ 
tured. 
W eak 
stalks 
m ay occur 
w ith corn and small grains going 
down. 
Calcium and magnesium are im­ 
portant plant foods supplied w ith 
lim estone. 
They 
influence 
the 
availability and efficiency of the 
other plant nutrients. A deficien­ 
cy of lime prevents satisfactory 
grow th and production. 
Starved plants result in medio­ 
cre, high cost yields. A balance 
of adequate plant foods in the soil 
is a m ust for top production. 
Close observation 
during 
the 
growing 
season will 
frequently 
pin-point some deficiency that can 
be corrected prior to the next 
growing season. This is an excel­ 
lent supplem ent to the regular 
soil tests. 


Why Live Stock 
Needs Shade 


There have been m any experi­ 
m ents done w ith all classes of live 
stock to determ ine effects of tem ­ 
peratu re on growth, reproductive 
ability, longevity and capacity to 
produce things like ipilk and eggs 
These 
experim ents 
have 
been 
conducted at the U niversity of 
M issouri and at many other in­ 
stitutions. 
The results of such experim ents 
indicate that livestock, particular­ 
ly cattle, need very little protec­ 
tion from low tem perature in the 
winter. They need protection from 
cold wind and rain but none from 
low tem perature. However, 
the 
anim als do need protection from 
high sum m er tem peratures. 
When air tem perature gets up 
to 90 or 100 degrees in the day­ 
time. and not less than 70 degrees 
a t 
night, 
non-sweating 
anim als 
such as cattle, hogs and chickens 
start to suffer. Their ability to 
dissipate excess heat by evapora­ 
tion of m oisture from the surface 
is quite limited. Therefore, sum­ 
m er 
tem peratures 
that 
rarely 
bother a human will cause de­ 
creased milk production in dairy 
cattle, decreased weight gain in 
beef cattle and hogs, and decreas­ 
ed egg production in chickens. Al­ 
so, t h e reproductive ability of 
bulls and ram s is definitely de­ 
creased during hot w eather. 
This picture looks bad, but pro­ 
viding shade during hot sum m er 


days will help. In the case of 
cattle, trees in the pasture make 
very good shade. A disadvantage 
to using trees is that cattle tend 
to destroy the grass around the 
trees and m any times w'ill kill the 
trees them selves. A solution to 
this problem is to build low-cost, 
portable shades and move them 
about the pasture frequently. An­ 
other solution to the cattle prob­ 
lem is to provide good shade in 
the vicinity of the barn lot and 
keep the cattle there in the day­ 
time, letting.them into pasture to 
graze at night. A good supply of 
w ater is an absolute necessity. 
Hogs can be protected from hot 
sunshine by constructing a low 
fram ew ork and covering it with 
straw or hay. It has been found 
that straw or hay makes a fgood 
roof for any shade, as do alum i­ 
num sheets or steel sheets paint­ 
ed white. The provisions of a con 
crete wallow for hogs to dip in 
during hot w eather will be very 
helpful. 
Chickens 
a r e 
particularly 
prone to react unfavorably to hot 
w'ealher. Their protection should 
include w ell-ventilated shade of 
some kind and plentiful w ater. 
During the unusually hot w eath­ 
er, the interior of the chicken 
house can be cooled by allowing 
a fine spray of w ater to evapor­ 
ate or by using a regular - type 
evaporative cooler, such as are 
used in green houses. However, 
this process builds up humidity 
rapidly and high hum idity com­ 
bined with high tem peratures is 
very detrim ental. 
This 
may sound 
like a pipe 
dream , but the future may bring 
radical changes in our methods of 
sheltering 
livestock 
m summer. 
The ideas of air-conditioned barn, 
hog-house or chicken house seem 
strange to us now, but sometime 
in the future they may be very 
common. However, t h e savings 
resulting, from keeping livestock 
shelter cool will justify the cost 


of air-conditioning equipm ent pro­ 
vided the operation is efficient and 
prices of livestock or the prod­ 
ucts are sufficiently high. T here 
are a few livestock operators us­ 
ing air conditioning now and m ak­ 
ing it pay.

THE SM ALL DAIRIES SIDE 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
As president of the Independent Milk Processors of 
Missouri I am writing you relating to your editorial, 
entitled “A Threat to Milk Prices.” 
House Hill 288. indorsed by our group, does not re­ 
quire “reasonable average profits” as stated in your 
editorial. That provision is provided for in Senate Bill 
1G0. We are not the sponsors of Senate Bill ICO. 
The below-cost prohibition in our bill is defined so that 
a seller may sell below his cost except when his intent 
is to injure or destroy competition. 
A seller may sell below cost, or even give milk away, 
so long as he does it at all of his market places at the 
same time. 
The people in this association have always believed in 
and thrived on fair competition. 
However, here is the situation at present: 
A large dairy moves into a small Missouri town and 
sells milk at below-cost prices, losing as much as 8500 
a day. This dairy is selling milk at 80 or 40 other loca­ 
tions at profitable prices, and thereby absorbs the loss. 
The local dairy, in an effort to hold its customers, 
lowers its prices. The small operator does not have prof­ 
itable ventures going on at other locations to absorb his 
loss. He either goes broke or becomes a distributor for 
the big fellow. 
This has been going on in Missouri for the past three 
years and has reached serious proportions, particularly 
in the western half of the state. 
What about the consumer who is in fact financing the 
price war? When the war is over and the small dairies 
are gone or cripnled. what have you other than monop­ 
oly and high prices? 
Probably you would direct us to the anti-trust laws. 
We could go int<» great detail about our inadequate an­ 
ti-trust laws, but we merely point out that our members 
have many anti-trust suits filed at present and the price 
wars go on and on.
